WAR HS INISTER URGNS A RESOLUTE 
ATT ITUDE 


Noasurcs to te taken in connection ith the Chincso raid on the hoadquartors 
of the Kokusuikai at Tsingtau ana subscqucnt Chinese outreres against Jananeso 
intercsts voro discussed at the Cabjnct Council yest rday (0th instant). 


“aron Shidchara, the Forcign Minictcr, ronort‘ne thc incident, said that 
it cvidontly had its origin in the rescntment which Caincsc labourcrs had 
fclt at tho doings of mmbora of the Kokusuika*. These labourcrs attacked 
Japancse indiser*minatcly to ceive yont to thoir nont-un indignation, The 
cxact causc is not yot knorn, horsvor, tho Forcign Ministor added, and 
instructions have b.cn issucd te the Javancse dinlomits in the district to 
moke full inquirics, 


Akmiral Kobo, li‘nistcr of the Novy, also cxpla‘ning the affair, said that in 
the clash, three Javancse “cro sertously injurcd, and t-‘cnty-tv0 others slightly 
hurt, The navy lost no t°m: in diseatohine from Port 4rthur 2 cruiscr, vhich 
arrived at Tsingtau ycotcrday morning (20th instant). Jf mn cossary, it intcnds 
to sond a destroyer from Sascbo, Th: i‘nister further said th:t the first raid 
on th hovdouartcrs of th: Kokusu‘kai was md: by a party of som fifty Chincso, | 
but aftcrv-ards tho number of riotcrs oxpandecd to something like 700, As theo 
mob “as dispersed, th. rioters turncd thc jr hostilo attcntion to Japanosc 
passersby and comnittcd acts of violcncc against thon. 


Gencral Minami, Min‘stcr of ar, ~hosc discontont with tho China nolicy 
of Baron Shid-hara +s voll knorn, urged thit the Governmont should adopt a 
resolutc cttitud:. He declared that the oresant affair “hich follovcd eloscly 
on the heels of the murdor of Cantain Nakamra shoved that the Chincso are 
behaving jn an inexcusable manner to'crds Javan, Osecurronces of this kind 
deserve very scr ous attontio-,

Legation from thc 
Foreign Offiec 'n Tokyo on the mornin? of tho 20th ‘nstant (ycstcrday). In 
accordance ith the instrictions it “Sher trae! Mr, Shigomitsu, the Japancsc 
Minister, is to lodg: a strong vrotcst vith the Ch'nose Government. Dr, “ang, 
For-ign Ministcr of tho Nationalist Government, roturned to Nanking the samo 
morning, together ith Gencral Chang Kaj-shek, The Jananosc prote et rill be 
filed ~ith thit Government through Mr. Kamimra, the Japanese Yonsul at Nanking.
